men of Newark are united in the opinion that the Rose 
Law has been a failure, and that almost to a man they are 
demanding relief from present intolerable conditions.

It is absolutely certain that prominent business and 


professional men are actively working to keep the county 
dry, and are contributing to the Local Option League. I. 
cannot therefore be true that the business men of the eitj' 
are unitedly working to vote the county wet, and they 
have a right t.o resent the efforts of the wet organization tc 
put tiiem in a false attitude. 


The wets can prove their assertion in but one way ano 


that is by publishing the names of the members of theii 
organization. If they do not do this they will stand dis- 
credited in the eyes of the voters of Licking County fci 
trying to mislead them. 


A number of the business men have signed a state- 


ment that they are not members of the "wet" organiza- 
tion. If others desire to sign it they can do so at Local 
Option headquarters, 23 1-2 S. Third St.

• twelve years in the penitentiary said that he would not 
have taken the life of the girl unless he had been intoxi- 
cated. The people at that end of the county vrill not vote 
to restore the saloon. . 


Reports from "dry" counties which recently voted 


"wet," shows that many temperance men did not go to the 
polls. In one precinct in Columbiana county, forty "dry" 
voters shirked their duty. That county voted "wet" by 
less than one thousand majority in a total vote of 17,000.

For the fran- 
chise in the O..- . lea'gue Mansfield 
was paid $1 000 by the magnates of 
the 12 club circuit. 


The name of the organization will 


continue to be the Central, as the 
four O. P. League clubs were simply 
added to the league.

elected for a live year term four 


years ago. 


At the meeting or the league which 


will be held in Grand Rapids on Jan.

• corder a statement setting forth his views of the Rose 
County Prohibition Law's operation in Zanesville. 


Coining unsolicited from a man in a position to know, 


and from a man disposed to favor the- measure—a man 
elected by the "drys"—it proved a big factor in causing 
Muskingum County to repudiate the prohibition it had 
tried. He said: 


SAW "DRYS" IN THE SPEAKEASIES! 


"Now that the people oif Muskingum County are 


again obliged to vote their-sentiments on the 'wet' and 
'dry' issue, I have been urged by a ihiinber of people of 
Zauesville- and Muskingum County, who have taken part 
on both sides of this question to give my honest opinion 
of the workings of the Rose Law in this county since my 
induction into office. 
"While not being particularly anxious to enter into a 


controversy of this kind, yet, after due consideration, I 
have decided to comply with their request and hope that 
my statements will not be misconstrued. 


I 
"Now,-after all is said and done, and it does not mat- 


ter Avhether you are 'wet' or 'dry,'.it only proves that 
every one is chasing after the dollar. For instance, it 
might be surprising news to the general public to inform 
them of the great inconsistency that exists among the 
voters of Muskingum County, for I have personally come 
in direct contact with men Avho were active in the last 
campaign in support of the Rose Law, and who have since 
the passage of that law been regular patrons, to my per- 
sonal knowledge, of a number of the so-called speakeasies 
operating in Muskingum County.

"Early in the year 1911 several'places were raided 


where speakeasies were conducted, and which buildings 
were owned by active 'dry' workers, and which have since 
been raided for the same cause on several different occa- 
sions, and are still occupied by the same parties. 


THEY'RE AFTER THE ALMIGHTY DOLLAR. 


s "If those persons who have been and are still engaged 


in conducting speakeasies are sincere in their demands 
that this county should go 'wet,' why do they persist in 
the illicit sale of intoxicants'? The reason is apparent, for 
it is the 'Almighty Dollar' that they are after, and they 
cannot wait until the county goes 'wet,' for they know 
that they >vill then be compelled to conduct a properly 
regulated saloon, which will put these speakeasies and 
blind-tigers out of business; hence their continuance in the 
business, knowing full well that they arc jeopardizing the 
chances of correcting the evils that now exist. 


"So here we have the 'dry' worker doing all he possi- 


bly can to assist the bootlegger, which is in direct viola- 
lion of the Rose Law, and the person operating a speak- 
easy or the so-called saloon or 'wet' man, aiding the 'dry' 
worker to keep the county 'dry' for his especial benefit 
while he is amassing a fortune through the illicit sale oi' 
his wares. 


FOUND CHILDREN AMONG DRINKERS. 


"J might also state that a great many families are 


now being raised in these speakeasies or unsavory places, 
Tor I have personally found as high as six children in these 
places who were obliged to mingle among dozens oi' men 
who were engaged in drinking and carousing. Now does 
this state ot affairs help the morals of the community? 
" t will state that these places are very hard to locate,

from the fact that it is difficult for the officers to have ac- 
cess to private homes, where these places are mostly lo- 
cated, unless they are informed of their location by dis- 
gruntled patrons or neighbors, and which seldom occurs, 
for they do not care to meddle into other people's affairs. 


WOMEN SERVE THE DRINKS. 


"Many of these speakeasies are presided over by 


women, and sometimes, in the absence of the husband, the 
wife or daughter waits upon the customers who patronize 
them. So instead of the Rose Law helping the morals of 
the community and bettering the condition of man, the 
working of the Rose Law has made matters a great deal 
worse in every respect, not only from a moral stand-point, 
but also from a financial one; for aside from the great 
financial loss to the city and county by the discontinuance 
of the license, a man is obliged to pay twice and sometimes 
treble the amount for the same quantity which he former- 
ly drank in the licensed saloon, and the goods received are 
of a very inferior quality. 


STOP ONE, TWO NEW ONES START. 


"During the past year as sheriff of this 'so-called dry 


city and county' it has been my * duty to serve many war- 
rants on a number of. persons who were conducting sa- 
loons or speakeasies in violation of the Rose Law; yet for 
every place of this kind that was raided there have two 
sprung up in its place, showing the utter futility in elim- 
inating them; so instead of the licensed saloon, which 
could be properly regulated, we now have countless speak- 
easies throughout the city and county, which' are conduct- 
ed by both men and women. 


"Now it is niy honest and candid opinion that if the 


saloon was legalized and operated in the open, where they 
could easily be found, the great evils, such as gambling, 
wine rooms and the women that congregate hi these places 
could be entirely eliminated. And in the event of the sa- 
looii being voted back in .this county, it will lie my inten- 
tion to make regular visits to all the different saloons 
to see if the laws are properly enforced and obeyed, and 
should I find a place that is being improperly conducted in 
any respect I shall immediately take steps to have the 
place closed. 


GAMBLING IS SUPPRESSED. 


"1 also take this occasion to'state that during my 


present term of office AVC have been successful in eliminat- 
ing most all forms of gambling, not only those games as 
practiced by men, but also other forms of chanc- which in- 
still in the growing minds of young boys a taste for gamb- 
ling, and wjiich devices were located in many places 
throughout the city. 
"I also take advantage of this opportunity ot stating 


that I have personally inspected the list of membership 
' of the Tax, Law and Order League, and I am satisfied that 
the list contains a large percentage of our business and 
professional men of the city of Zanesville. And I have 
looked into their objects and aims, and I am perfectly sat- 
isfied as to their sincerity and honesty in the enforcement 
of the liquor laws, and all laws looking to the regulation 
and control of "the liquor and saloon business; and T in- 
vite the hearty co-operation of this organization in assist- 
in <>• me in enforcing the laws of the county as they an- 
laid down. 


FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


"While I always have been and still am what people 


term a 'wet' man,'but when 1 assumed the responsible 
duties as sheriff of this county I was obliged to take a sol- 
emn obligation to fulfill the duties assigned to that oJlicc 
to which the people elected me, and which 1 have tried to 
do to the very best best of my ability, and which any law- 
abiding citizen would do. And while everybody now 
states what they will do it the county goes 'wet 
L will 


continue to enforce the la\\s regardless as to whether Uus 
county goes wet or dry next Saturday.

Charges . River and tributaries not i 
used by the canal wil\ be discharged 
through the Spillway. - 


There will be six double locks in 


the caual. 
Three pair in flight at 


Gatun with a lift of 85 feet, one pair 
at Pedro Miguel with a lift of 30 
feet and two pairs at Miraf lores 'with 
a lift of 54 feet. 


These locks are 100 feet long and 


110 feet wide. Each lock will be a 
chamber with walls and floor of con- 
crete and miterinig' gates at each end. 
The side walls are fifty feet wide at 
surface of floor and S feet wide at 
top. The middle wall is 60 feet wide 
and all 81 feet high, 4,200,000 bar- 
rels of cement being used in their 
construction. 


There are three stories or gal- 


leries in center wall, the lower gal- 
lery for drainage, the midde for op- 
erating wires, and the upper pas- 
sageway for the operators. The lock 
gates are steel structures, 7 feet 
thick, 65 feet loirg and from 48 to 
82 feet high weighing from 
300 to 


600 tons each. 


All vessels will be towed through 


locks by electric locomotives run- 
ning on cog rails, laid on top of lock 
walls, the usual number being four, 
but that dep'ends on size of vessel. 
The time goingi through the locks is 
three hours ten hours for a vessel to 
go through the canal, but it may 
vary according to the'size of the ves- 
sel. 
Electricity will be used to op- 


erate all gates and valves, power be- 
ing generated by water turbines from, 
head created by Gatun lake. 


The canal commission furnishes to 


all visitors an automobile sight see- 
ing car, running on railroad through 
Culebra cut. On this trip of 9 miles, 
you see 75 miles of railroad, one'mile 
being torn up and rebuilt each day, 
43 steam shovels (made at Marion, 
and Bucyrus, Ohio.) each loading a 
train' in less than an hour.
